1. DURING JULY 24 CALL ON MFA SIXTH DEPARTMENT (NORTH AMERICA) 

CHIEF JAROSLAV ZANOTVSKY, CHARGE OUTLINED RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
DEA AND INFORMED ZANOTVSKY OF ASSIGNMENT OF WALTZ TO VIENNA 
WITH RESPONSIBILITIES FOR COVERAGE OF AUSTRIA, HUNGARY, AND 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA. CHARGE NOTED THAT SUPPRESSION OF NARCOTICS 
TRAFFICKING WAS MATTER OF INTEREST AND SAID 

THAT WALTZ WOULD WELCOME OPPORTUNITY MEET WITH APPROPRIATE 
CZECHOSLOVAK AUTHORITIES TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE INFORMATION EXCHANGES. 

2. ZANOTVSKY ACKNOWLEDGED INTERNATIONAL NATURE OF ILLEGAL TRAFFIC 
AND ADMITTED THAT THERE HAD BEEN SOME DIFFICULTY WITH DRUG ABUSE 
WITHIN CZECHOSLOVAKIA. HE PROMISED TO REFER QUESTION TO HIS DEPUTY 
AND SAID MFA WOULD RECONTACT EMBASSY RE VISIT BY WALTZ.
